This Question Will Be Answered When
Congress Interprets by Its Course the
Significance of the Election

ONGRESS reassomblon today, about a

" fortnight after the electlon, 1f it ls
aware of the significanee of that election It
will pursue one course; but ([ 1t declides
thnt the election nothing, then it
will conttnue on the course on which |t
bezan elghteen months ago

Fryery one ontalde of Congress knows that
the election meant sowmething, It was on
erplintle condemnntlon of the fatlure of the
natlonal legislnture to meet the emergency
which confronted It

The polley of the present Congress has
been dictated br a sort of stupld oppors
tunism combined with a Nourhon-like ig-
noring of evident facts, There were grave
irsuen clamoring for attention. DNut Con-
gress was afratid to come to grips with
them, It touched them gingerly hecnuse it
feared that they were charged with
politienl dynamite. The courage to con-
sider them on thelr merits wans lacking.
Whether the ability to mreet them In n
stateamanlike manner was nlsa Incking in
open to debate, I 1 existed o was blunted
by polltical coveardice,

This sort of thing has met the fate that
always overtnkes {t, The voters nre not
tools,  They know when thelr ropresenta-
tives Lave fullen down on the job, and they
are in the habit of dismissing the unfalthful
sorvant at the first apportunity.  And they
do nor mnke fine distinctions whon they are
engaged n the work of chastising delin-
quents,

The time may not he ripe for such n
movement as that of the Itallan Fascist,
which i« apparently o revolt of the younger
generation ungninst the dominntion of the
dodoes and mummles and stuffed shirts of
the older generation, Hut the election ls a
condemnation of the politienl dodoes in
Washington. If they can find anywhere
spectucles powerful enough to enable their
fulling slght to read the signe of the times
and adjust themselves to what they see, the |
history of the next few years fs likely to be |
full of cheer to the bellevers in dewmocracy.

Procisely what Is the conditlon of the
remnants ,of Osmanll anthority in Con-
stantinople may not be eanlly pletured. The
reragllo In in tenrs and the Indies of the
imperial harem nare, to eay the least, none
piused.  This much informntlon s Im-
parted by the eables, Presumnbly the Alllea
are In nominal control of Constantinople,
but the collapse of the Bultanate plainly
suggests thnt events (n the eapital are re-
sponding submissivaly to flate from Angorn.

The Grand Turkish Notlonal Assembly
decreed the deposition of the Osmanli Sule
tan, le protested feebly, but in the end
complied with the rultng. The exodus of
the officfal family of the old Turkish regime

TIGER, TIGER!

VEN in the midut of cheering crowds, at

the center of a welcoming uproar that
would have delighted a king In the daye
when kings looked for the best that multle
tudes had to offer in the way of rprctacular
demonatrations of friendliness, Clemencean
lins the alr and manner of a very lonely
man, Ile appears to live in the company
of memorles and to resent intrusions from
the nctunl world that come in the form of
routine querien relnting to routine affalrs,
What he will say in his address 1t s eamy
to foreses, What could n man sny whose
mind dwells perpetunlly, in n sort of fasels
nation, not only upon the pnst and the
present of France, but upon the uncertaln
future?

Clemencean lived to experlence nall the
sliocks of the two eruelest axsnults ever made
upon any race or natlon of people, and he
probably felt In Lils own lenrt every stab
and thrust directed first in 1570 and agnin
in 1014 at a country that wished above all
things to be sane and gond-humored and
nt peace.  France (s still wearred and
bloody. A prople singularly endowed with
sensitive minds and gayety of heart have
bieen selected by the Fotes to e twice mar-
tyred, and there is no assurance that they
may not be martyred ngain. Sinea Clemen-
cenn 15 in no sense lhternational, elnce he
in as rench nx the soil from which he drew
Ws 1ife and his eivid spieit, and since he
has xeen enough nnd felt enough to be with-
out nny lustons, he wiil demand the re-
prisals nnd the erort of punishment for
tierinany which lie advoeated with relentless
logie nt Versnllles, And he cun say with
st fustice thot the old crowd that was
the inspieation and the strength of the
1labenzollerns  remuins and is even now
offering Itmelf aw “‘the only Lope of the fu-
ture'' at Berlln; that though the throne of
militavistle Germany has gone, the power
and the resolution that were Leliind it are
but 1ttle ehanged.

Meanwhile, as tlie Tiger must have felt
when he saw New York's sky Hne, the world
is changing. It Is changing in a wuy that
na one ecould have foreseen, It s gravely
coneerned by thoughte of what hateed, In-
ternationnlly organized and supported by the
unprecedented devices and energies of mod-
orh wcience, may do to it in the future,
Clemeneeau, isolated anmong his own grim
presceupntions, feels little of this, Life
hing convineed him that pride and strength
will rule the earth while man survives, Ile
may be right and he mny be wrong, Cop-
talnly all historical precedent (s on his slde,
Most people hope yet 1o Bnd slternotives
for the philosaphy thint brought cataclysm
to Europe—-and oven to Clemencogn,  Cles
mencenn will not be convinesd that sueh a
thing is possible. Mo in the crowds he 15
still something of n wolitary, a prowl and
detiant one, lke nan engle or the jungle
murauder after which he 1+ nnmed,

Wherever the Tiger goes tn the United
Rintes he will be received with ndmiration
and affection williont bounds,  People whe
cannot share Lis plilosoply will remnember
that they have not shared lils exporioncos,
and they will Leep their penee. For Clo-
mencenu s Frauee, the Franes that always
Lias known how to use nn niey evniclsm to
hide fmmensurable tenderness nnd laughter
to mask grief too profoind for ony words,
e 1s one of the grent wien of the world.

Yet vast
and complieated an this city of nearly two
million souls Jooks and fecls to one travers-
ing It from one end to the ather in the apace
of an hour, there are certain things about
It that startle me into an even morg super-
lative surprike when I hear them caminlly
xtnted—an, for instance, that out at the
University tomorrow morning and any morn-
ing there will be 2000 women studenta going
in and out of claasen intent on getting their
degreen, That (s just one item in the stu-
dent life of the University 2000 women
getting degrees! And the Unlversity in Just
one item In the huge student life of the
town. And the student life is just one Item
of the multifarious itemin that go to mnke up
the dally news of the town,

IEN such big things are so compdra-

tively tiny In the mum of happenings,
how can any individual squeeze himnelf hend
and shouldera above the hends of the mul-
titude #o an to merit, let nlone get n second
thoumht !

That wan what T wna thinking this eve-
ning as I erowwed the Walnnt Ktrect Drldge
on my wny home from the University, where
I had been having tea and a conversation
with Mir« Louise Snowiden, who, ns the
adviser of women out there, comes in eon-
tnct mooner or later with the whole body of
the women students who are working in one
:z"the other of the Unlversity schools and

Our conversation came about from an ape

Intment I had made to visit the Rennett
Jlub, mear Thirty-fourth and Walnut
streets, The club is a sort of study house
and recreation center for the undergradu-
ates among the women of the University.

WO rather gnunt houses in the row of

brick dwellings that were bullt in the
dnyn of the Centenninl for a hotel and di-
vided after that hoyday year into separate
family houres, are now connected by n door
on the first floor, The inside arrangement
has been only n little changed here and
thers, so that the oll, nnrrow, high down-
atnies rooma have very much their old aspect
of hurinesslike formnlity that belonged to &
period when furnnees with registers took the
place of open fireplaces nnd the staira went
stenight up out of n dark vorrldor.

The pervading color of the woodwork is
n shiny chocolate brown, and the parlor
wicker furniture and rugs nnd chintzes hnve
fallen under the dull kpell of thelr surround-
inﬁ-—thr.\- are n cluy brown, A

My first feeling nbout the Bennett Club
was that it wam a very depressing place.
But I belleve that I wns wroug. In the
first place the two women who are most
responsible for Its atmosphere, though not
itn furnlshing, Miss M¥nowden and the resi-
dent, Miss Bearch, wrre the reverse of de-
pressing,

Miss Nearch pities the people in the atreet
ears that have to pass mo desirnble & Lhaven
without being aware of its comforts, and
Miss Hnowden wns only conseious of how
convenient and necoxsary the studentw found
it. And in the lnlf hour.I was there quite
forty students swarmed casunlly in the front
door nnd mnde straight for that long, formnl
parlor. waw us drinking tea there, appar-
ently deep in business, and strolled out and
upstaira to the study rooms on the second
floor, tnlking happily ns they went,

And Inkt of all n very minute kitten ap-
peared thers, groeted the three of us with
complnisnnt assurance of n welcome and
curlel up where there should have bheen n
hearth and nn open fire with a satisfaction
in her bome thut was the acme of good
breoding,

Certninly thers wors no apologien for the
atmosphers of the Hennett Club from any
of 1ty habitues, Nevertheless, 1 ean think
of no happier gift for nge to bestow on youtlh
than a sultably cheerful elnbhouse nlong the
linex of the College Club, at Thirteenth and
RBpruce utreets, to take the plnce of this
transition mokeshift from notling to yome-
thing worthy.

Compnred to Houston Hall, the men sty
dents' elub, the present quarters of the
women could be ealled a mukeshift with no
exaggeration.  And that they are grateful
for it and appreciate it speaky well for the
women, but not very superlatively for the
penple in this town who nre Interested In
glrls and in education and in student life,

UT then, of course, very few persons
are, apparently, interestad—that ta, in

n_very genérous degree-—in the student life
of the girls out at the University, Tndeed, T
heard it called not long ago for ite women»
kind a “'weliool of adversitye *! They nre
thers on suffernnce, the 2000 of them, and
in nome of the divisions of the sehaols in-
eluded in the University, not yot *‘there'
at nll in the sense that they are free to earn
n degree.

Of those that welenine women, however,
the School of Fdueation gives o four-yeur
corirse and a degree of bacliclor of seienee;
the (ollege for Tenchers gives p four-year
eourse and the degree of baclielor of arts,
The Nehool of Biology nlso gives a degree
of bachelor of M"[l‘lﬂl'l". e post-graduntes
the Schools of Medicine, Trentistry, Law and
Musle are open to women and give women
ilogrees. 8o that a woman can turn herself
out with what is "lr“lﬂ”}' n oeollege and
then n professional training nnid with the
requisite degrees required by the Kiate for
tenchers and some of the professlons for
practitioners, The Behool of Architecture

{ and the Department of Art, [ am told, are

still adamant, They withliold what mont
of the others have given  grudgingly,
(me of the professors suid 1o me mt‘nr
tostily, *'The place is too full alrendy, Why
cannot they keep to their own collegey?'!
Well, for one thing, thelr own cnlleges
have not got wuch pokt-gradunte gchools,
nnd for another thing the Univorsity B, A,
Lias n real vnlue RS a sart in one's carsor
an & wage-earner, and for anothep thing
the nearby avallable colleges are *overs
crowded as It is, and more expensive,

BOUT one-half of the present student
body of women live at home, some of
them work part time and tuke the afternoon
and night courses. The Stute Hoard of
Fduention now requires n university degree
for itn teachers In nll grodes nhove the ele-
mentary schools.

a foothold as earncrs of their daily brend,
Fortunately, the crowd ont at the Unij-
versity are not eusy to bulk. They are a
wholesome, hearty lot, glad to study and
willing to have fun by the way. Their apirit
s gnod ; they have n sense of responusibllity
and a sense of enjoyment and a sense of
fellowship. They are a very xmnnll leaven
in the great lump of the city, but they are
the future teachers of the future children.
We have much at stnke in their welfare.

On the Change in College Music

HFE: Inst ten years have seen n change for
the better in the type of college music
whieh iz wignificant hoth for the music of
the country nx n whole, in that it Inenlentes
n knowledge and o lore of the hest forme o
musie in the eollage hoys, and for the inati-
tutfons themselves in ndded musieal and
eultura! preetige, necording to Dr, H, Alex-
ander Matthews, director of the Muslenl
Club of the Unlversity of PPennsylvanin and
n well-known organlst nad cholr leader.
““Thie 1s the first senson at the University
under the new conditlons,”” safd Dr. Mnt-
thews. *‘lleretofore the main undergradu-
ate musieal organization was n glee club o
some twonty-five or thirty volees, and there
have heen times when it wns net alwnys
eary to maintaln intercet in oven so smali n
elub.  The musieal work of this type of or-
anfzntion was limited to songs of the popm-
ur type, such as “The Copper Moon,' stein
songe and the like, and virtually nothing
gerious attempted,

Harvard Was the Firsé

“Haorvard was the fivst of the great col-
loges tn ehow what eould be done with the
musienl clubs placed upon a higher munical
standard. ‘The movement was_begun there
about ten yenrs ango, when Dr. Davison
storted whit was then consldered n very
radienl move,  But the enthusiasm with
whieh the Harvard undergraduates, the
alunini nnd the musieal people of the eoun-
try tonk ta the iden showed that there woere
grent possibilities in it, While none of tl!w
eolloges hs yot gone no far na Iarvard in
this new view of college musie, Pennsyl-
vanin Ix planning for some lnnovations
equally great, )

“Rexides the new Glee Club at the Unl-
vertlly, the {nstrumental elub of former
years, consisting of banjos, ukulelen, guitnrs,
mondoling nnd similae Instruments, will he
retained,  This orgnnization will play nt the
lighter concorts on the eampus n‘nd elsn-
where, nnd will he a good ‘fecder’ for the
orchestrn which has been established, nnd
which will eontnin sbout eighty men, with
the usuul symphonie complement of instru-
ments,

“All thix Is u tremendous addition to the
musle of the University, Good musie will
be nttempted and the young men given the
opportunity of making for themselves music
of the highest standiard.  Jt menns a good
denl, becuuse the mon who makes good
musie Jlmself is invarinbly an attentive and
critienl Matoner ns well, and the audlencen
of the «city will recelve a rrm lmpetus
through this dissemination of this knowl-

!"i'mnlul of the college nge are in n very
susceptible perfod of thelr lves—n time
when thelr ‘tustes are formed either for good
or for bod, and thele exitienl and apprecia-
tive standirds are wet either high or low.
Thore has heen little opportunity to divert
tlix formation of taste in the art of musle
iuto the higher chunnels up to this time,

“'The hoys have taken tn the new order of
things wonderfully and have h‘nurtlly
indorsed the omission of the ‘rah-rah’ songs
from their musieal ealendar. This Is the
more remurknble when it is considered that
the avernge undergradunte is a great lover
of precodent ond thinks that the thingw
which have alwayw heen done in the life of
hin rollege heretofore should continue to be
done.

Undergraduate Ablitty Underestimated

“But nearly every one, unless he hnil
come into nctunl contact with these youn
men, Is apt to undercstimute the musica
ability of the undergraduate. The Unl-
versity of D'ennsylyvunia Is now o elty of
more thon 10,000 perkons, and from this
number it should not be a difficult matter
to find muny who have exceptionul musica
ahility in one way or another, The troubl
has been that heretofore there has been no
way to glve it an uprorl.unll to develop,

““How the boys have tuken this move-
ment In perbaps best shown by their re-
sponse when they were told that the (ilee
Club wns going to abandon the college
mueie of the past for something better, In-
stend of having difficulty in lattlngatnntlmr
n glee and Instrumental club of nbout sixt
or seventy persons, there were between 1

singing claes under Miss Anne McDon-
ough, which will gerve, we hope, ar a feeder
for the other organizations. This will give
the boys who cannot read musle n chunce to
learn, and to lenrn something about singing
an well, and will make them ready to enter
the Glee Club,
Will Retain Good Popular Musle

“But this program does not contemplate
the entire abolition of good popular musie,
and such things ns good viking songs and
the hest of the Ttallan popular songs will
#till have their places on the programs, ¢ e
grent quality wlich the undergradunte singer
possenses Is hiv wonderful youthful spirlt,
and it s our purpose to give vent to thix in
such songs as I have mentioned,

“*Just how far this plan ean be earried
out I cannot suy now, It will take some
time, certainly more than n yenr, but the
hoys themselves are evidently “willing to go
far with it. They are now holding three or
four vehenrsnls u week and the avernge nt-
tendunce of the members is about 10 per
cent.  This Iu very high, as every one who
has ever had 1o do with awmnteur organiza-
tonk well knows,

*“The band, the orchestrn and the Instru-
mentul club nre under the direction of Rich-
ard 1. Wenver, and the interest in these
orgnnizations ix equal to that In the (ilee
;'hnh, which now numbers about 165 mem-
Wwra.

Planning a Spring Tour '

A tour of the combined orgunizations in
the spring is now under vconslderation, nnd
we hope it can made quite extensive,
We want to tnke to varlous citles the big-
gest glee c¢lub and orchestrn whieh g -
unlversity has ever had, it being our amhl.
tinn to tnke nt least 250 men on this trip,
Thin will be an fnnovation in Awmerlean ool-
lege life which should produce n mnrked
linpresslon on the musie-loving people of the
country, and I am certain that it will if our
plans ean be earrled into effect,

“The formation of varions quartets, hoth
voeal and instrumental, will be encournged
for use both In the regular Glee Clubh con-
eerts, if they develop sufficlently, and In the
cnmpus concerts, where the lighter musje is
presented.  The matter of solo volees Iy glso
recelving nttention,

“Both the quartets and the solo volees
will be selected by competition, and kome of
these alrendy have been held. Others will
he lield lnter for the honor of taking part in
the vegulnr Glee Club concerts, It I8 4 cnse
of the best man winning, and the defeated
ones have tnken thelr losx in a thoroughly
good and sportsmanlike way,

“Another competition will he for the
leadership of the tlee Club, formerly one
of the most coveted honors of eollege Jife,
Rut the leader of such n olub must be fur
wore than o mere kong leader, The winner
will lend some of the lighter concerts, and
there t8 keen rivalry for the place,

"8l another will be a competition for
n typleal eollege song.  This will be open to
any Penusylvania won, alumnus or under.
graduate.  Of course, both the words and
the muxle must be original, but they
need not necessarily be written by the sume
person, although both must be Pennaylvania
men,  All in all, the new program promises
grently to etimulate musle both at the Uni.
versity and In the whole city."
